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NAZI ATTACK IN E 


HE Germans have broken the lull on 
the Eastern Front by attacking with 
strong forces north of Iasi in Romania. 


The fact that 50 German tanks were 
destroyed in the first day of battle indi- 
cates the attack is of sizable scope. This, 
of course, was hardly unexpected, be- 
cause two days before the Soviet Air 
Force struck at Roman and Hushi, pre- 
cisely behind the present battle sector. 


It is difficult to evaluate this German 
thrust as the beginning of a large scale 
offensive. It is most likely a preventive 
blow, aimed at disorganizing the Soviet 
preparations for an offensive of their 
own. ermore, the Germans, faced 


by a shaky rear in Bulgaria, may be 


trying to seize the initiative for politico- 


psychological reasons. , 


So far,the enemy has made practically 
no progress and has lost heavily. It 
would not be surprising, though, to see 
the Germans follow up this operation by 
a blow southwest of Stanislavov in an 
attempt to pinch off the Buko 
Romanian salient of the Red Army. I 
other words, the present battle might 
develop into a weak counterpart of the 
battle for the Kursk salient 11 months 
ago. The Battle of Kursk actually ended 
on the Prut and Siret, nine months later. 
If the Germans really intend to start 
an offensive, one can well imagine where 
the Battle of Iasi will end this fall!
